| rich iu historic lore t hat greatly adds 
| to the interest of the locality. 
Some 
| of the oldest settlers located at the 
j grove, a thick belt of timber, through 
• which no one dared to pass lest he be 
|scalped by the Indians. 
T he only 
man who had the hardihood to under­ 
take such a thing was one William 
Durley, who now tills a lonely grave 
t ha t is now seen from t he public road, 
and around which several generations 
of pioneers have kept building fences 
Durley was brave enough to make i he 
start, but 
his m utilated body 
was 
found by the settlers and given the 
burial noted. 
T he hurrying spot has 
been preserved as a sort of histor e 
landmark, 
T he locality is 
noted 
for 
some 
of t tie fiercest church tights that have 
ever been brought off on Illinois soil. 
When Buffalo Grove was in its early 
days, the people worshiped in a little 
frame building that still Stands. 
The 
women’s sewing circle bought a belt 
for tiie edirice, and about 
this there 
were several contentions quite heated 


Among 
these residences art' to be 
found tine effects in architecture, and 
many of them have been planned hy 
the owners themselves 
Tin* business 
men have erected a number of fine 
homes, among them that ot Lea vet t 
Moore attra ctin g a great deal of at ten* 
t ion, 
< >ne ot the most interest ing char 
actors of the town is 'Squire D. M. 
Leal, who has been a police magistrate 
in Polo for the last fourteen years, and 
today is actively conducting his office, 
although he lacks but four years of be­ 
ing a centenarian. 
He was formerly a 
sheriff in New York.
